Reprioritizing projects that are 
already in the works in exchange 
for closing the final $100 million 
gap on a downtown arena isn’t 
something some city councillors 
are willing to do. 

Edmonton MLA Thomas 
Lukaszuk said the province will not 
be writing the city a cheque, nor 
will it boost the Municipal Sus¬ 
tainability Initiative, an infra¬ 
structure grant program. 

Instead, the city can choose to 
put already promised dollars 
toward the project, he said Thurs¬ 
day, adding that it’s possible the 
program could become more fiex- 
ible in the future. 

“When a project comes up, all 
municipalities have to do is prior¬ 
itize their projects,” Lukaszuk said. 
“Obviously there are never enough 


dollars for eveiything.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson does not 
support reallocating any funds 
from the 10-year program, which 
began in 2007 and provides about 
$160 million a year. 

“1 would say no,” he said. “So far 
one of the things with the arena is 
that... we’re not tiying to take any¬ 
thing else away to get it. 

“Most of the MSI money is 
already committed and it’s com¬ 
mitted to things that are important 
to the city.” 

“1 would rather the province con¬ 
sider future casino revenue,” said 
Coun. Biyan Anderson, noting that 
the Alberta Lotteiy Fund gets about 
70 per cent—hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year—and that even a 
small portion would help. 

Whether that — or any other 
measures — will work, Anderson 
isn’t convinced. 

“I’m not, but the mayor keeps 
sa3dng he is,” he said. 


Inching ahead 


► Council approved a funding 

framework on Wednesday, 
a sign of movement forward 
on a downtown arena with the 
Katz Group — should they 
secure the last $100 million in 
funding.

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Doctors 
shunned for 
speaking out, 
panel says 

Many doctors in Alberta’s 
health system say they are 
being punished, 
ostracized and pushed out 
for complaining about 
problems with patient 
care, a panel of experts re¬ 
ported Thursday. 

Dr. John Cowell, head 
of Alberta’s Health Quali¬ 
ty Council, says the prob¬ 
lem reflects a system so 
muddled by bureaucratic 
rules and riddled with 
cross-competing 
concerns, no one knows 
who to turn to or how to 
solve it. 

“There is very little 
consistent process or 
guidelines on how physi¬ 
cians in their various 
roles should conduct their 
advocacy,” Cowell told a 
news conference called to 
release his interim 
findings. 

“There is a communica¬ 
tion disconnect. 

“We have spoken with 
some who have been 
characterized as the 
intimidators. What we 
find is they had no idea 
they were intimidating 
and, in fact, they felt 
intimidated themselves.” 

But he says the human 
fallout is nonetheless 
sobering: Doctors say they 
are being shunned by 
their colleagues, losing 
contracts to perform 
work or being denied hos¬ 
pital privileges without 
due process. 

“I can tell you the sto¬ 
ries are very disturbing 
and often very sad,” said 
Cowell, who said he 
couldn’t give details to 
protect personal privacy.

“1 have had my hair 
tugged, but there’s not re¬ 
ally much they can do to 
you,” said Anderson. “We 
don’t want people to be 
afraid of them.” 

Ghosts are attracted to 
this world for different 
reasons, said Anderson, 


but they share something 
she firmly believes — they 
shouldn’t be here. 

“They need to go where 
they belong with their 
spirit circle,” she said. 

Sometimes spirits are 
mischievous, and move 
things around for fun, said 
Anderson, who character¬ 
izes herself as clairsentient 
and clairaudient. 

Other times Anderson’s 
help is enlisted to rid 
spaces of more ominous 
spirits, like a Penhold cou¬ 
ple who’d felt a dark pres¬ 
ence and some strange 
household happenings 
that coincided with the 
woman’s postpartum de¬ 
pression.

On Oct. 31, the world’s 
7,000,000,000th resident 
is expected to make an en¬ 
trance. The United Nations 
Population Fund has invit¬ 
ed every country to desig¬ 
nate one “seven billion 
baby” whose arrival will 
be feted. But the mile¬ 
stone is hardly cause for 
celebration. 

The UNFPA says the 
world is adding 78 million 
people a year, with 97% of 
that growth in developing 
countries. Scientists proj¬ 
ect food and water short¬ 
ages and other disasters. 

“But the population

growth in itself isn’t a 
problem,” says researcher 
David Satterthwaite of the 
International Institute for 
Environment and Develop¬ 
ment. “The problem is the 
consumption that the 
growing population will 
engage in. The Earth can 
feed seven billion people, 
and they will live well. But 
it can’t cope with seven 
billion people who all 
want to drive cars and trav¬ 
el by plane.” 


In fact, new research 
suggests the world can easi¬ 
ly feed its population. “We 
can even feed nine billion 
people, and do so sustain¬ 
ably,” says Johan Rock- 
strom, an expert on natural 
resource management at 
Stockholm University. “In¬ 
creasing grain 3 delds would 
solve 50% of the projected 
food shortage. We should 
also stop feeding primaiy 
foods like grains to animals 
and eat it ourselves.” 

Driving less, eating less 
meat: The Earth’s well-be¬ 
ing would be good for our 
waistlines, too. And, Sat¬ 
terthwaite says: “We can’t 
tell China and India’s 
growing middle classes to 
change their behaviour if 
the West doesn’t.”

O Bank predicts slowdown will 
delay balanced budget until 2016 



The federal government 
may need two more years 
to balance its budget than 
it originally predicted, 
says a new analysis that 
takes into account weak¬ 
ening economic condi¬ 
tions. 

During this spring’s 
election campaign, the 
Harper government an¬ 
nounced it would be able 
to balance the budget in 
2014-15, thanks to a new 
cost-cutting initiative in¬ 
tended to find $11 billion 
over four years.

Air Canada asks for conciliation in dispute with pilots

Air Canada has filed an of¬ 
ficial notice of dispute 
with the federal govern¬ 
ment to get conciliators 
involved in labour negoti¬ 
ations with its pilots, in 
an effort to help acceler¬ 
ate a second round of 
talks. 

The carrier’s 2,900 pi¬ 
lots rejected a tentative 
agreement by a two-to- 
one margin in May. 

“In view of the time 
elapsed since then, the 
company is of the view 
that the involvement of a 


federally appointed con¬ 
ciliator would facilitate 
and expedite this second 
round of negotiation and 
bring it to a successful 
conclusion as soon as pos¬ 
sible,” said spokesman Pe¬ 
ter Fitzpatrick. 

Last week, the pilots 
proposed a date to resume 
talks in the fall, but the 
Montreal-based carrier 
caught the employees off 
guard by filing the notice 
Wednesday. 

Pilots association presi¬ 
dent Capt. Paul Strachan 


said they had been work¬ 
ing over the past six 
months to prepare pro¬ 
posals that could be the 
basis for a new negotiated 
settlement. 

“We are disappointed 
that Air Canada has cho¬ 
sen to escalate the situa¬ 
tion before we returned to 
the bargaining table,” he 
said in a statement. 

He urged the airline to 
resume talks to negotiate 
a new collective agree¬ 
ment.

O Facebook building a server farm near the Arctic Circle O Lulea data 
centre will need 120 MW of energy, fully derived from hydropower 


Facebook says its new serv¬ 
er farm on the edge of the 
Arctic Circle — its first out¬ 
side the U.S. — will im¬ 
prove performance for 
European users of the so¬ 
cial networking site. 

After reviewing poten¬ 
tial sites across Europe, 
Facebook confirmed Thurs¬ 
day it had picked the north¬ 
ern Swedish city of Lulea 
for the data centre partly 
because of the cold climate 
— crucial for keeping the 
servers cool — and access 
to renewable energy from 
nearby hydropower facili¬ 
ties. 

The move refiects the 
growing international pres¬ 
ence of the California- 
based site, which counts

“Facebook has more 
users outside the U.S. than 
inside,” Facebook director 
of site operations Tom Fur¬ 
long told The Associated 
Press.

Supreme Court, but she’s 
still a hardworking cow¬ 
girl at heart, she said 
Wednesday. 

An exhibit about her 
life opens this week at 
the National Cowgirl Mu¬ 
seum and Hall of Fame in 
Fort Worth, a tribute to 
the 30th anniversaiy of 
her appointment to the 
high court.

It’s hard to believe that 
two of the most promi¬ 
nent figures in modern 
comedy, Eddie Murphy, 
50, and Ben Stiller, 45, 
hadn’t crossed paths be¬ 
fore their most recent re¬ 
lease, Tower Heist. 

But not surprisingly, 
the two were anxious to 
work together for this 
movie, which was largely 
improvised. “The comedy 
comes out of the charac¬ 
ters so for me, I wasn’t 
looking to see how funny I 
could be,” Stiller says. 

“And then of course 
when you have Eddie Mur¬ 
phy in the movie, it takes 
a lot of the pressure off. I 
was really happy he was 
in the film. I never look to 
be funnier because that 
just doesn’t work. Does 
that make sense?” 

Stiller pauses in front 
of a packed room of jour¬ 
nalists mocking himself 
with an imaginary head¬ 
line. “Stiller: Not Looking 
to be Funnier. Maybe he 
should,” he says. 

Murphy had the origi¬ 
nal idea for Tower Heist 
years ago, though it’s 
since been given a very 
timely twist. 

It centres around a 
Bernie Madoff-like busi¬ 
nessman (played by Alan 
Alda) who swindles his 
employees out of their 
pensions. Angered by the 
fraud, some rogue vigi¬ 
lantes out of the group de¬ 


vise a plan to steal the 
money back. Given that 
the ‘Occupy’ movement 
persists in the U.S. and 
elsewhere. Stiller noted 
the connection between 
the film and the head¬ 
lines. 

“I think there’s a lot of 
frustration out there 
that’s valid and that’s 
probably what the Occupy 
Wall Street is an expres¬ 
sion of,” he says. 

“There’s a lot of frustra¬ 
tion in terms of where 
we’re at in this economic 
situation and so I under¬ 
stand where it’s coming 
from.” 

But don’t get them 
wrong. Tower Heist is no 
grim exploration of dire 
economic times. With the 
ensemble cast that in¬ 
cludes Casey Affleck, 
Matthew Broderick, 
Michael Pena and 
Gabourey Sidibe, there 
were many spontaneously 
hilarious moments in the 
film.
